For injustiae, 
despotism and treachery to mankind, it is 
without a parallel in any civilized country 
Investments have been made in the South by 
men iiviog in other States, under a 1 ! the 
guarantees of the Federal Constitution, and 
trusting to the good faith of Southern peo- 
ple who invited these investments for their 
benefit. Now, the politicians of the Con 
federate States choose, for their ambitious 
purposes, to get up a rebellion anl seize ail 
the property owned within their limits by 
men who happen not to live within their 
juriedictioa. This adds treacheiy to rob- 
bery. Property has been enticed into their 
limits to be seized; men have been seduced 
into investments to be robbed. These Bor- 
der Slave State Secessionists are to be ex- 
empt from the robbery for the present; but 
those who rob in this manner will not hesi 
ta’e to rob each other before they are done.

Pennsylvania Troops foe the West.— 
The Philadelphia Evening Bulletin of the 
11th says: “The destination of most of 

the new volunteer regiments of Pennsyl- 
vania will probably be the West. It is 
already stated in Pittsburg that a new 
brigade, aader General Negley, is ordered 
to join General Fremont. This brigade 
consists of the regiments of Colonels Ham- 
bright, Btumbaugh and Sirwell, a battery of 
six pieces of artillery from Erie, and a 
cavalry company from Philadelphia, called 
the Negley Guards. The Forty-fifth regi- 
ment, under Col. Welsh, is ordered to the 
West also, and other regiments will proceed 
as rapidly as possible in the same direction. 
Probably as many Pennsylvanians will be 
sent to Kentucky as to Missouri. 

“ Heretofore, most of the Pennsylvania 
regiments have been employed along the 
line of the Potomac, from Williamsport 
down to Alexandria. The force there being 
sufficient, we are very glad to learn that the 
new regiments are to be sent westward. 
There is as^reat a work to be done in Ken- 
tucky, in Hissouri and along the Missis- 
sippi, as there is ia Virginia, and the gal- 
lant soldiers of Pennsylvania will rejoice 
to fight along side of thsir Western brethren 
in defense of the Union. It is evident that 
the government is determined to have the 
army of the West pat on as fine a footing 
as that of the Potomao, and will endeavor 
to have suoh reforms introduced as have 
been introduced by Gen. McClellan since 
his arrival in Washington. The visit of 
Secretary Cameron to St. Louis probably 
has reference to this, and the ordering of 
Pennsylvania troops to the West shows that 
it is determined to have a vary large army 
in Kentucky and Missouri.” 

Indians Refused foe the Service. — The 
Buffalo Courier states that Isaac Newton 
Parker, a brother of Ely Parker, the Chief, 
went tc the United States recruiting station 
in Buffalo to be mustered into the service as 
a volunteer for the war. Hr. Parker was 
informed that there was no act of Congress 
that would permit Indians to be mastered 
into the service. The applicant was maoh 
disappointed, as he desired to bring a full 
company of first-rate men from his tribe to 
go into the Eagle Brigade. 

The New York Tribune, of the 12th. gives 
a very interesting letter from its corres 
pondent in Japan concerning the reoen t 
attack upon the British Legation at Yedo, 
which ocourred on the night of July 5. A 
body of fourteen ruffians, whose motives are 
not clear, entered the residence of Mr. 
Alcock, the Minister, at different points, 
and assailed, with murderous intent, every 
one whom they met, destroying mueh furai 
ture and property of varioui sorts. A 
Japanese guard of nearly three hundred 
men were without the house, and they, 
being soon aroused, engaged in a sharp and 
prolonged conflict with the attacking 
party, and finally succeeded in rout- 
ing them. A great number of the 
guards were wounded and some of them 
were killed. Four of the murderers 
were discovered the next day at a tea house, 
and, being surrounded, three ripped them- 
selves open, the fourth being captured. In 
the opinion of th9 British Minister, the 
Japanese Government is not at all respon- 
sible for this outrage, and it appears that 
the officials acted with as much promptness 
and energy as they were capable of in 
repelling the attack, and ferreting out the 
villians who made it. It is hinted by our 
correspondent that there exists a connection 
between the assassinations at Yokoh*mo, 
some time since, the murder of Mr. A1 cook’s 
servant, the attempt on the life of the attend 
ant of the French Minister, the killing of 
our Secretary and Interpreter to the Lega- 
tion, and this aggravated attack upon the 
British Embassy.

IMPORTANT FROM LEBANON. 

A lady and two gentlemen just from 
Springfield, who passed through Lebanon, 
report that Gen. Wyman’s regiment, the 
Thirteenth Illinois, have surprised and taken 
Lebanon, with all the stores and provisions 
of the rebels at that point. Col. Mysoall 
Johnson’s command, who were encamped a 
short distance from the town, on hearing 
of the approach of the Thirteenth, fLd. 
With the exception of a small brush with 
Johnson’s pickets, there was no engage 
ment. Eleven prisoners were taken — the 
balance of the regiment retreated. My in- 
formants state that they were told this by 
hree members of the cavalry accompany- 
ing the Thirteenth, who passed them on 
their way back to this place, where they 
were coming to report. I understand the 
report is coatradioted by a member of the 
Thirteenth, now in town, but whom I have 
not been able to see. I give it as I have 
heard it, and cannot, of course, vouch for 
its truth. It is important, if true. Maoh 
interest is manifested to learn farther par 
ticulara, and the report will doubtless be 
confirmed or denied, authoritatively, daring 
the day. G. 

We learn also that in Doaglas county a 
party of three hundred Secessionists on a 
marauding expedition, who had threatened 
the Home Guards with an attack, and who 
had robbed several stores at Vera Craz and 



other places, were set upon by the Home 
Guards, and taken completely by surprise. 
Thirty- three of the Guards advanced along 
a bluff, and when within three hundred 
yards of the rebels, who were at breakfast, 
fired several rounds, killing fifteen, and 
wounding twenty. The rebels then broke 
and fled. 

The news reosived at Jefferson City from 
the southwest, up to the 13th, is very en- 
couraging. Price is making strenuous 
efforts to get out of Fremont’s way, bat his 
retreat is having a more disastrous effect on 
his ranks than an engagement would 
have.

The great naval expedition that has been 
in the course of preparation at this port 
for some weeks begins to assume collossal 
propor ions The steamers Cshawba and 
Coatzacoalccs sailed on Saturday evening, 

1 carrying the Rhode Island Regiment lately 
encamped at Fort Hamilton, besides a 
force of experienced surfoen, with their 
boats Yesterday morning the Star of the 
South followed, having on board, Colonel 
Serrell’s Eagineer Regiment, previously 
announced as having gone to Washington. 
This regiment numbers 500 men, all of 
whom are practical engineers or mechanics 

During the day the transports Ocean 
Queen, Eagle, Daniel Webster, Ariel and j 
Oriental also sailed on the 6ame errand 
The remainder of the fleet will probably 
leave to-day. The transport Rhode Iriand 
yesterday afernoon went down as far a3 
Quarantine and anchored. 

It is understood that the fleet will 
rendezvous at Annapolis, where it is stated 
the number of troops will be largely aug 
moated, including infantry, artillery and 
cavalry. Among the troops who are to 
participate in the expedition are Colonel 
Wilson s regiment, that passed through here 
lost week. 

It is impossible to give a full list of the 
vessels that will compose the fleet, as many 
of them leave other ports besides New York. 
Among those that sail from this port, be- 
sides the ones above mentioned, are the 
Wabash, flig ship; the gunboats Ottawa 
andUnadila; transports, Baltio, Atlantic, 
Cahawba, Vanderbilt, Empire City, Par- 
kersburg. Roanoke, Great Republic ; steam, 
ships Augusta, James Adger, Florida, Cur- 
lew, Alabama, Mercury, 0. M. Petitt, be- 
sides a large number of other craft of va 
rious dimensions. 

The Atlantio and Baltic, and others 
among the transports, have guns mounted. 
Some idea may be formed of ihe magnitude 
of the expedition, when it is s:ated that 
one of the transports — the Daniel Webster — 
carries little else but water for the troops.

Sequestration in the Southern States. 

Department of Justice, ) 
Richmond, September 12 , 1861 . j 
Instructions to Receivers under the mot 
entitled “An act for the sequestration of 
the estates, property, and effects of alien 
enemies, and for the indemnity of citizens 
of the Confederate States and persona 
aiding the same in the existing war 
against the United States,” approved 
August 8th, 1861. 

The following persons are subject to the 
operation of the law of alien enemies : 

All citizens of the United 8tates, exoept 
citizens or residents of Delaware, Maryland. 
Kentucky, or Missouri, or the District of 
Columbia, or the Territories of New Mex- 
ioo. Arizona, or the Indian territory eouth 
of Kansas. 

All persons who have a domicil within the 
States with which this Government ia at 
war, no matter whether they be citizens or 
not: *has the subjects of Great Britain. 
France, or other neutral nations, who have 
a domicil, or ar9 carrying on badness or 
traffic within the States at war with this 
Confederacy, are alien enemies under the 
law 

All suoh citizens or residents of th9 
States of Delaware, Maryland, Kentucky, 
or Missouri, and of the Territories of Nsw 
Mexico. Arizona, and the Indian territory 
south of Kansas and the District of Col- 
umbia, as shall commit actual hostilities 
against the Confederate States, or aid 6 r 
assist the United States in the existing war 
against the Confederate States. 

Immediately after taking year oath cf 
office, yon will take possession of all the 
property of every nature and kind whatso- 
ever within your district belonging to alien 
enemies as above defined. 

Y on will forthwith apply to the olerk of 
the court for writs cf garnishment under 
the 8th section of the law, and will propound 
to the garnishees the interrogatories of 
wh’ch a form is annexed These interrog- 
atories yoa will propound to the following 
persons, viz : 

1st. All attorneys and counselors practis- 
ing law within your district. 

2d. The presidents and cashiers of all 
banks, aud principal administrative officers 
of all railroad and other corporations 
within your district. 

All agents of foreign corporations, insu- 
ranee agents, commission merchants en- 
giged in foreign trade, agents of foreign 
mercantile houses, dealers in bills of ex- 
change, and administrators of estates, as- 
signees and syndics of insolvent estate*, 
trustees, and generally all persona who are 
known to do business as agents for others. 

In the first week of each month yon will 
exhibit to the judge a statement showing 
the whole amount of money in yoar hands 
as receiver, and deposit the same for safe 
keeping in such bank or other depository as 
may be selected for that purpose by the 
judge — reserving only such amount as may 
be required for immediate necessary ex- 
penditure in the discharge of your duties 
as receivers. 

Whenever, in the discharge of your du- 
ties. you discover that any attorney, agent, 
former partner, trustee, or other person 
holding or controlling any property, rights, 
or credits of an alien enemy, has willfully 
failed m give yoa information of the same, 
you will immediately report the fact to the 
district attorney for your distriot, to the 
end that the guilty party may be subjected 
to the pains and penalties prescribed by the 
third seotion of the law.

3 Were yoa, since the twenty-first day of 
May, 1861, and if yea, at what time, 
indebted, either directly or indirectly, to 
any alien enemy or alien enemies? If yea. 
state the amount of such indebtedness, if 
one, and of each indebtedness if more than 
one; give the name or names of the creditor 
or creditors, and the place or places of res- 
idence, and to Btate whether and to what 
extent such debt or debts have been dis- 
charged. and also the time and manner of 
the discharge- 

4. Do yon know of any lani or lands, 
tenement or tenements, hereditament or 
hereditaments, chattel or chattels, right or 
rights, credit or credits, within the Coifel- 
prate States of America, or any right or 
interest, held, cwned, possessed, or enjoyed, 
directly or indirectly, by or for one or more 
alien enemies since the twenty -first day of 
May, 1861, or in or to which any one or 
more alien enemies had since that time any 
claim, title, or interest, direct or indirect? 
If yea, set forth specialty and particularly 
what and where the property is, and the 
name and residence of the holder, debtor, 
trustee, or agent. 

5 State all else that yon know which may 
aid in carrying into full effect the sequestra- 
tion act of the 30»h of August, 1861. and 
sate *he same as fully and particularly as 
if thereunto speciaUy interrogated.

News from the 8andy Valley. — News 
comes to ns from Lawrence county, Ky., 
that on Saturday night la9t eeveral houses 
were burned in the town of Louisa, the 
county seat, and that five or 6ix thousand 
rebels were then marching to attack the 
town Nearly all the men had gone down 
to Catlettsburg, Boyd county, for assistance. 
Col. Moore’s regiment is organising in or 
near Catlettsburg, and the determination 
amongst the Union men of Boyd county, if 
they were attacked, as Beemed to be the 
programme, they wonld do the best fighting 
they coaid. These rebels are either the 
crowd that Breckinridge, ££teton & Co. 
have been organizing in Prestonsburg, Floyd 
county, or they are a portion of the Vir- 
ginia marauders who, unable to face Roee- 
crans, have entered Kentucky through the 
pass called the Sounding Gap, through 
which gap a good road leads from Virginia 
to Prestonsburg down the Sandy river 
valley. 

It is confidently believed by the Union 
men of the Sandy Valley region that three 
or four thousand men will take up arms 
there to repel the invasion or subdue the 
rebellion if they can be armed and aided 
with three or four regiments of already 
organized troops. From Cincinnati to 
Greeaupsburg the means of transportation 
are abundant, and three or four days 
would suffice to throw into the eastern part 
of the State forces enough to drive out or 
capture the rebels.

A Maryland Collkqe Broken Up. — The 
Baltimore Patriot of Oct. 11th says : 

“The trustees of St. John’s College, 
Annapolis, virtually destroyed that venera- 
ble institution last week, by declaring the 
seats of all the professors, save one, vacant, 
for no other reason than that they were 
Union men. They immediately elected the 
one secession professor to fill the chair from 
which they had deposed him. Thus the 
college is left without a President or Faculty, 
and is virtually broken up ; the only mark 
left of its former venerable name being a 
grammar Bchool, under the special guardian- 
ship of a select committee. At the meeting 
there were fourteen trustees present, of 
whom nine voted to destroy the college in 
the manner indicated, namely, Judges Le- 
grand and Bartol, of the Court of Appeals, 
ex Governor Pratt, George Wells, Nicholas 
Hammond, Daniel M. Thomas, James Mur 
ray, Joseph H. Nicholson and Edwin Boyle. 
The trustees who voted against the propo- 
sition were Gov. Hicks, Alex. Randall, Judge 
Tuck, Frank H. Stockett and Dr. John 
Ridout, Sen. The majority of the trustees 
are seoessionists, and they have thus vented 
their spleen against the Union men.” 

Civil War in the Argentine Confedera- 
tion. — The Boston Traveler has advices 
from Bu- nos Ayrss to August 25, which 
report that all attempts to negotiate a peace 
between Buenos Ayres and the other Prov. 
inces of theArgentine Confederation bad fail 
ed, and that President Urqu : za would prob- 
ably commence the war with an attack on 
Buenos Ayres. In consequence of this busi. 
ness was extremely dull. The port was over- 
stocked with goods from this country. 
Buenos Ayres is the most powerful member 
of the Argentine Confederacy. It has only an 
area of 1,940 square miles, out of 20 210 of 
which the Confederacy consists, but it has 
253,000 population, or over one quarter of 
the whole, which a few years ago amounted 
to 820,400. The other provinces are named 
Corientes, Eatre Rios, Santa Fe, Cordoba, 
San Luis de la P’inta, Mendoza, San Juan 
de la Frontera Rioja, Catamasoa, Santiago 
del Estero, Tucuman, Salta, and Grand 
Chaco (Indian territory). Cordoba is the 
largest in population, containing 95,000. 

Proposed Line of Telegraph from Mos- 
cow to the Mouth of the Amoor Rivbb. — 
Colonel Romanoff, of the Imperial Russian 
Engineers, attached to the Governor Gen- 
eral of Siberia, has recently arrived in this 
oountry from St. Petersburg, in order to 
look at American telegraphs, in view of the 
construction of the overland line from 
Moscow east to the mouth of the Amoor. 
He will remain in this country some months, 
when he will return to Russia, and thence 
overland to Siberia, probably to Irkutsk. 
From Omsk the line will be continued to 
Irkutsk, when Colonel Romanoff will carry 
it over the Altai Mountains, and thence 
down along the Amcor to the shore of the 
Pacific Ocean. 

Thus, probably, within three years, there 
will be a continuous line of telegraphs 
from the Pacific, opposite Japan, connect- 
ing with the whole system of European 
telegraphs . — Boston Herald. 

Michigan Troops Ordered to Kentucky. 
An order has been received by our Adjutant 
General, directing all the organized forces 
now in Michigan to be sent to Kentucky 
There are three or four regiments — two of 
infantry, and one, if not two, of cavalry — 
fall and ready, awaiting only their arms 
and equipments — and, when these are fur- 
nished, they will march when their country 
oalls . — Detroit Tribune , Oct. 11.

J 
The following plan for organizing troops 
in Kentnoky for service for “three years 
or during the war,” has been agreed on be- 
tween the State Military Board and the 
Commanding General: 

The Military Board will app )int, at the 
various places where volunteers are offer- 
ing, mustering officers, who will muster in 
aud receive volunteers as they are pre- 
sented. 

The Board will also supply to its agents 
funds for paying the expenses incurred, and 
for the supply of such articles of clothing 
and camp equipage as are necessary before 
uniforms are issued. 

As eoon as ten companies of a regiment 
areocmplete, they will be mustered into (he 
service of the United States, and supplied 
with arms, accoutrements, uniforms, and 
transportation to the place of service by 
the regular Quartermaster of the United 
States. 

Also at points oonvenient to the Subsis- 
tence Departments, provisions will be issued 
to the companies daring the process of for- 
mation. 

Where persons have been authorised to 
raise regiments and may succeed in doing 
so, they will be commissioned as Colonels; 
but if this occasions delays, the Captains 
of companies may form themselves into 
regiments of ten companies, assemble at a 
rendezvous, and submit their choice of 
Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, and Major for 
commissions. 

If they do cot voluntarily form such 
organization, the commanding General will 
order them as independent oompanies to join 
together at convenient points, and there 
form them into regiments and baUalions, 
appointing the Decessary field offioers 
Ratified by the Military Board in session 
at Frankfort, October 12, 1861, and signed 
this 12th day of Ootober, 1861.

To the Young 1 Men of Kentucky. 
By the authority, and for the service of 
the Government of the United State’s, 1 
propose to organize in Kentucky a regiment 
of cavalry, to serve three years, or during 
the war, to consist of ten companies, each 
company to contain not less than eighty 
four, nor more than one hundred and four, 
rank and file.

Capt. Richard W. Johnson, of the regular 
army, has been detailed to act as Lieut- 
enant Colonel. I intend to make this regi 
ment, in all respects, equal to the best 
drilled and disciplined oorps in the regular 
army. 

I know this call will be patriotically 
answered. The soil of Kentucky has been 
wantonly invaded.
